ANAL TOLLS 
DRAW: PROTEST 
FROM. BRITA 


Objections to Recently Enacted 
Measures Are Presented, 


TREATY VIOLATION ALLEGED 


British Note Indicates That Strong 
Resistance Will Be Offered to 
the Tolls Provision. 


Washington, December 9.—Great 
Britain’s formal note of protest against 
that section of the Panama canal act, 
which exempts American coastwise 
shipping from payment of tolls for 
passing through the Panama canal, a 
document written by Sir Edward Grey, 
British minister for foreign affairs, was 
presented to Secretary of State Knox 
tonight by the British ambassador. 

James Bryce read the note word for 
word to the secretary at the latter's 
home. It is an elaLoration of the 
points of objection in the note present- 
ed to the state department last July. 

Objections $f Great Britain. 

In brief these objections are: 

“That while it was clearly in viola- 
tion of the Hay-Pauncefote’ treaty 


either to remit or to refuse tolls on all! 


American shipping using the canal, the 
Same objection probably would apply 
to the coastwise trade shipping, in 
view of the probable impossibility of 
foreign regulations that would not re- 
sult in a preference to American ship- 
ping. 

In addieion to supporting these points 
by long arugments, Sir Edward Grey 
indicates clearly that strong resist- 
ance will be offered to any attempt 
to exclude from the canal British ships 
owned by Canadian railroads, or whose 
Owners may be guilty of violating the 
Sherman anti-trust act. He holds that 
this section of the act cannot apply to 
British shipping, but only to United 
States vessels. 

He also indicates in his note that 
underlying the objection to the exemp- 
tion from toll of American coastwise 
ships is an apprehension that jn the 
future the principle might be extended 
to cover American Ships, in the foreigu 
trade. 

In Conflict With Treaty. 

Ottherwise the note is devoted almost 
entirely to an effart to demonstrate 
that any such exemption of American 
shipping as is proposed ts in direct con-

Her Bast Soldier Called to Head 
of the Army, 


Loan of $50,000,000 Arranged---Aus- 
tria’s Attitude Is Causing 
Alarm in Europe. 


London, December 9.—No explana- 
tion is yet forthcoming of the sudden 
resignation of the Austro-Hungarian 
minister of war, General Auffenberg, 
and the chief of general staff, General 
Schemua. They have said their action 
was due to personal reasons, but com- 
ing at this time, it doubtless will have 
a wide political significance. 

It has been expected that in event of 
war General Von Hotzendorf would 
be appointed chief of staff, and his 
appointment now to succeed General 
Schemua, coupled with the news of the 
renewal of the Dreibund, and that 
Austria and Hungary have negotiated 
temporary loans of $50,000,000, cannot 
but have a disquieting effect on the 
international situation. 

It is supposed that Austria wishes 
to exert a strong influence over the 
coming conference preceedings at Lon- 
don, and especially to prevent the 
entry of Turkey into the Balkan fed- 
eration. 

Inflamed Against Russia. 

The Austrian war party is inflamed 
against Russia, in the bellef that the 
defiant Russian attitude is due to the 
France-Russian alliance, ang some of 


‘the Austrian newspapers representing 


the war party, are urging that un- 
less Russia ceases mobilizing the pow- 
ers comprising the triple alliance 
should fall upon France ang crush her 
before Russia is able to intervene. 

However, the..crisis may end, the 
war fever is having a ‘disastrous ef- 
fect on Austro-Hungarian trade. A 
complete financial panjc prevailed 
throughout Galicia, where the various 
banks recently have paid out more 
than $40,000,000 to nervous depositors 
without stemming the run.

Secretary Knox listened attentively 
to the reading of the note and promised 
to take the matter under careful con- 
sideration which he felt would require 
some time. It has been strongly in- 
timated in official circles, however, that 
it Was the president’s intention to set- 
tle this important question before clos- 
ing his administration, either by revom* 
mending that the senate agree to sub- 
mit it to arbitration, or, preferably, by 
more direct means of an agreement be- 
tween the two nations, referred to in 
today's British note. 

The ambassador was accompanied by 
Mr. Innes, the counsellor and first sec- 
retary of the embassy, and in reading 
the entire British note tuo the secre- 
tary, followed the instructions to Sir 
Edward Grey. 

British Point of View. 

Sir Edward Grey pegins nis note wita 
: the statement that the president does 

not fully appreciate the British point of 
view and has misunderstdod even the 
note of July 8 He says tiie British 
government does not seek to prevent 
the United States from Sranting sub- 
sidies to its own shipping passing 
through tlhe canal nor seek to deprive 
the United States of any liberty which 
is open to either themselves wr to any 
other nation, to encourage its own 
shipping orown commerce by subsidies. 
The purpose of the United States in 
negotiating the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 


was to recover their freedom of objec- ! 


tion and obtain the right which they 
bad surrendeved in the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty to construct the canal them- 
selves. 

But this complete 
was to be limited by the maintenance 
of the complete principle of equal 
treatment for both English and United 
States ships. The word “neutraliza- 
tion” in the preamble of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty is not confined ty 
belligerent operations, but refers two 
the system of equal rights for which 
‘article 8 provides. Joint protection 
and equal treatment are the only mat- 
ters alluded to, which tsat neutrali- 
zation must refer. 

Neutralization Refers to Equal Rights. 

“It certainly was not the intention 
of the United States government,” says 
Sir Edward Grey, ‘that any respons!- 
bility for the protection of the cana) 
should attach to them in the future. 
Neutralization, therefore, must refer 
to the system of equal rights.” 

The note then declares that the sit- 
uation created by the substitution of 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
Clayton-Bulmer treaty was identica} 
with that resulting from the boundary 
waters treaty of 1909 between Great 
Britain and the United States, which, 
in brief, provided that the boundary 
waters should be free and open to com- 
merce, “applying equally and without 
discrimination to _ the inhabitants, 
ships, veasels and boats of both coun- 
tries, .... . but all such rules and 
regulations and all tolls charged shall 
@pply alike to the subjects or citizens

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CHILDREN SHARED 
IN TILLMAN CASE 
BY COURT DECREE 


Mother and Father Divide Cus- 
lod) of Children, 


MOTHER GIVEN PREFERENCE 


By the Decree Tillman Gets Girls 
About Three Months in Year. 
Court Unanimous. 


Columbia, 8. C., December 9.—By the 
unanimous opinion of the supreme 
court of South Carolina, handed down 
late today, the custody of the two lit- 
tle «hildren of Mrs. Lucy Dugas and 
her former husband, B. R. Tillman, Jr., 
son of Senator B. R. Tillman, is divided 
between the two. 

Mother Given Preference. 

Under the terms of the dicision, the 
children, Dowschka Pickens Tillman 
and Sarah Stark Tillman, are to re- 
main in the custody of the mother for 
the greater part of the time. The 
father, B. R. Tillman, Jr., is to have 
them during two months of the sum- 
mer vacation season, during half the 
Christmas holidays, and during one 
week in the spring, each year. 

The court urges that the two parties 
agree on the details of the arrange- 
‘ment without further. controversy. 

Each of the parties is required to 
put up bond of $5,000 not to remove 
the children from the jurisdiction of 
the court, which thus will exercise a 


jgeneral supervision over their bring- 


ing up. 

Counsel for Mrs, Dugas and Mr. Till- 
man ull submit to the court for ap- 
proval-en order carrying out this ar- 
rangement. 

Case of Wide Interest. 

The decision brings to a close a case 
that has attracted a great deal of at- 
tention throughout its progress. 

In 1900 B. R. Tillman, Jr., deeded the 
two children to his father and mother, 
Sepator and Mrs: B, R, Tillman. Mrs. 
Dygas, who has since sectired a dis] G 
vorce from B. R. Tillman, Jr., brought 
suit, and the custody of the children 
was awarded to her. : 

A few weeks ago B. R. Tillman, Jr., 
claiming that he was a reformed man, 
petitioned the court: to give him cus- 
tody of the children. 

After the submission of affidavits 
and argument, the court took the case 
under advisement. The decision ren- 
dered today was unanimous.

CAIN OF $12,000,000 
IN VALUES EXPECTED 


Increase in City’s Income Must Be in 
Treasury Before Being Szent, 
Says Woodward. 


Atlanta's taxable values for 1913 will 
show a gain of $12,000,000 or more. 

The increase will pour $150,000 into 
the coffers of the city. 

James G. Woodward, mayor-elect, 
says that he will insist that next year’s 
finance committee, in making up the 
January apportionment, shall not in- 
clude a penny of the $150,000 income, 
and will urge that no appropriations 
be made from the income until it 
makes its appearance in the treasury. 

Get Money Before Spending. 

In other words, Mayor Woodward is 
not going to let any money be spent 
before it ts put into the treasury. 

It has been tne custom of the finance 
committee, at the beginning of every 
year, to anticipate every penny of in- 
come and include the anticipations in 
the January apportionment. 
in the year the city is confronted with 
everestimates, and on two or three oc- 
casions it has been necessary for the 
tax assessors to go out and increase 
assessment fn order to make the ap- 
propriations fall within the revenue. 

The tax assessors have not completed 
their work, and will not be ready until 
sometime in February. But from the 
assessments already made it can be 
estimated that taxable values will 
show a gain of about $12,000,000. 


Big Increase {n Four Years. 


The increase for 1912 was $19,605,147. 
It was the largest on record, and was 
due ;to the increase of assessments 
made in conformity with the plans of 
the present administration for - an 
equalization of taxes. 

The increase for four years in as- 
sessments is over $40,000,000. 

Tax assessors say that equalization 
has been accomplHshed as near as pos- 
s¥ble.

commerce court, that the Erie railroad 
could have got $35,000 for the coal out 
ofthe refuse instead of the $4,500, 
for which they agreed to give an op- 
tion to’ E. J. Wiliams, the business 
associate of Judge Archbald. 

Value of the Coal. 

The testimony of Mr. Rittenhouse 
came at the conclusion of a day ip 
which there had been few develop- 
ments. He said he had been employed 
by Brown without knowing whom the 
latter represented or that his work 
Wag in connection with a government 
investigation. Judge archbald’s - at- 
torney, A. 8. Worthington, objected 
to the questions by Representative 
Floyd as to the value of the coal, but 
Senator Bacon, the presiding officer, 
did not sustain. the objection. 

“What would the coal in that dump 
have been worth to the Erie Rallroad 
company ?” asked § Representative 
Floyd. 

“It would have .been worth $47,632 
at the breakers,”.saiq Mr. Rittenhouse. 
“Leaving out the question of freight, 
it’ would have been vo orth $35,000 to 
the Erie railroad” 

The testimony of the mining en- 
gineer -was introduced by the house 
managers in the effort to show that

DEBTS QUE TRUSTS 
DECLARED INVALID

So Atlanta Firm Contends in’ U. S. 
Supreme Court in Opposing 
Corn Products Suit, 


Washington, December 9.—Trusts 
would not be able to collect, through 
the courts, a single penny of debts due 
them, if the supreme. court upholds 
the contention made in a case brought 
before it today. 


The Corn Products Refining com- 
pany, of New York, sued to recover 
$1,247 from C. D.- Wilder Manufactur- 
ing company, of Atlanta, Ga., for glu- 
cose and grape sugar sold to the At- 
lanta company. The Atlanta company 
pleads that the Corn, Products Refin- 
ing company had monopolized the glu- 
cose and grape sugar business and 
that it had entered into a rebate con- 
tract with its patrons, all in violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law.- The 
alleged “rebate contract” was also 
called the profit-sharing plan of the 
New York company.by which it agreed 
to return to its patrons 10 per cent 
of their purchases providing that in 
the year succeeding the purchases 
they gave their trade exclusively : to 
he Corn Products Refining company. 

Only once in recent .years has the 
point involved been before the supreme 
court. That was in the Continental 
wall paper case, in which the court 
refused to lend itself to a collection of 
a debt because of the illegal combina- 
tion in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 

Unless advanced, .the case will not 
be considered by the court for more 
than two years. The late.Justice Har- 
lan wrote the opinion in the Conti- 
nental wall paper case. Several other

Leaders Believe It Will Bring 
About Needed Legislation 


Southeastern Labor Congress, Repre- 
senting Thirteen States, Wel- 
comed to Atlanta. 


Consistent and never-ceasing agita- 
tion, by which the masses of the peo- 
ple may at last be awakened to ac- 
tion, was the basis of an appeal made 
by prominent labor men before the 
200 delegates to the Southeastern La- 
bor congress, rep.esenting thirteen 
states, at the opening session Monday 
afternoon in the house of representa- 
tives’ hall at the capitol. 

This was announced as the purpose 
for which the conference ‘had been 
called—‘“agitation, more agitation”—in 
the opening addresses of welcome by 
President S. B. Marks, of the Georgia 
Federation of Labor; Carl Karston, 
president of the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades, and Jerome Jones, who was 
elected Monday afternoon to the presi- 
dency of the Southeastern Labor con- 
gress. Speeches of welcome were also 
made by City Attorney James L. May- 
s0n and Mayor-elect James G. Wood- 
ward. 

Permanent Organization Effected. 

At the end of a four-hour session, a 
permanent organization was effected. 
After a hotly-contested debate the as- 
sembly ruled that every laboring man 
of any organization anywhere should 
be allowed a voice and a vote in the 
eonference, outvoting those who want- 
ed to restrict the floor to delegates 
with credentials. With speeches of 
acceptance by the newly elected offi- 
cers, President Jerome Jones and Sec- 
retary W. C. Puckett the congress ad- 
journed at 6 o’cléck, voting to hold 
three sessions a day—9 to 12 in the 
morning, 2 to 5 in the afternoon, and 
at 8 o'clock in the evening. 

Mayson Welcomes Delegates. 

Editor Jerome Jones, of The Journal 
of Labor, acting am temporary chair- 
man, called the gathering to order at 
2 o'clock, introducing to the delegates 
James lL. Mayson, city attorney. Mr. 
Mayson welcomed the labor men to the 
city, calling attention to the warmth 
in the hearts of the citizens of Atlanta 
toward labor organizations.

To map out a consistent campaign of 
agitation, in order to ‘obtain thereby 
better organization and much-needed 
legislation.”

Mayor-elect James’: G. Woodward 
was then introduced by Mr. Jones, and 
in a speech of advice and exhortation 
to the labor men he told them that in 
order to gain the position and the re-_ 
sults for which they are striving, they | 
must work to obtain kgislation. “For 
by legislation the money powers of 
the country have gained their power,” 
he said, “and you can only wrest it 
back from them by the same means.” 

Outlining the purpose for which the 
conference had been called, Jerome 
Jones then read an address of welcome 
from Carl Karston, representing the 
Atlanta federation. 

“Such meetings as this cannot fail 
to lend a new force to the American 
labor movement; and should by all 
means be perpetuated,” he said. “The 
program committee has wisely selected 
; three subjects for your discussion, viz., 
‘education, agitation and organization. 
Each of these presents a wide scope, 
but al] must inevitably lead to a fourth 
subject, which also is paramount, 
namely, legislation, —_« 

Organization Committee Named. 

On appointment by the acting chair- 
man the following committee on per- 
manent organization retired for a 
conference: J. W. Bridwell, chair- 
man; George L. Barry, Edwin Perry, 
William Strauss, H. A. Lyle, LL W, 
Ellis, W. D. Garrity, William Lynn, C. 
J. Lochridge, O. R. Brooks, W. 8. 
Wardlaw, H. O. Teat and W. D. Jack- 
son. Over the report of the commit- 
tee objections and debate took place 
for some time. It was finally adopt- 
ed, with the clause stricken which 
recommended the election of the tem- 
porary chairman and secretary. They 
were both later elected, however, Mr. 
Puckett being made secretary with- 
out opposition, and Mr. Jones winning 
the presidency by a good majority 
over Hardy O. Teat, who was strongly 
supported by the railroad men. James 
O’Connell, vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor, pre- 
sided during the election. 

For an hour the debate centered 
over the question of who should be 
admitted as delegates to the conven- 
tion. Many wanted to restrict the 
floor to those who had credentials 
of election as delegates by trade 
bodies. Others wanted to allow each 
body one vote. Still others, who 
finally won out, wanted every labor- 
ing man admitted as a delegate, 

John T. Wentz, of New Orleans; 
Hardy Teat and L. P. Marquard, of 
Atlanta, and State President Marks 
were instrumental in winning the 
“open forum.” ™ 

Judson King’s Address. 

Outlining the history of the initia- 

tive, referendum and recall movement 


jthroughout the country, Judson King, 


of Philadelphia, made a strong adress 
before the delegates to the Southeast- 
ern Labor congress Monday night. He 
is secretary of the National Initiative, 
Referendum and Recall League of 
America. 

He told how the movement had 
started in Oregon, where it is work- 
ing splendidly, and how it has now 
been adopted in some form of amend- 
ment to the constitution by seventeen 
states, although it is in working order 
in only six states. 

“New Orleans’ recently installed com- 
mission government is almost ruined 
in effect,’ said Mr. King, “by the 
hindrances placed around the initia- 
tive, referendum and recall clauses 
in the city charter, which make it im- 


be obtained, thus placing almost un- 
limited power in the hands of the five 
commissioners.” 

Mr. King urged the labor men _ to 
study this proposition, as they should 
study every public question that. af. 
fects their welfare, and he drove home 
his argument by declaring that we will 
never have real self-government In 
the United States until the initiative, 
referendum and recall receives nation- 
al recognition.

dust and Equitable Tolls Demanded. 

The next point made is that exemp- 
tion of American coastwise shipping 
from tolls would violate the under- 
taking that the tolls should be “just 
and equitable.” 

“Unless the whole volume of ship- 
Ping passing through the canal is 
taken into account, there are no means 
of determining whether the ‘tolls 
charged upon any particular vessel 
represents her fair proportion of the 
current expenditure properly charge- 
able against tle-.canal. There is no 
Suarantee that the vessels upon which 
tolls are being levied are not beine 
made tO bear more than their share of 
the upkeep. Pherefore, tne ~ Britis 
sovermment is entitled “to demand, on 
behalf of the British shipping, that all 
vessels passing throvgh the canal, 
whatever their flag or character, shall 
be taken tnto account in fixing the 
amount of the tolle.” 

Regarding the president’s contention 
that the effect of the British claim 
would be to prevent the United States 
from aiding its own commerce in a 
way that all nations may freely do, it 
is said, that this t¢ not so. Equal 
treatment as specified in the treaty is 
all that the British government claims. 
But it does not follow that the United 
States May not be debarred by the 
treaty from granting a subsidy to cer- 
tain shipping in a particular way, i! 
the effect would be to impose upon 
British or other foreign shipping an

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THE CANAL AND A NEW ERA. 

Diplomatists from many of the countries to the south of us, and 
representatives of the commercial bodies of the majority of south- 
ern cities, meet in Atlanta today to debate the project of the sec- 
tion’s preparedness for the opening of the Panama canal. 


The conference was engineered by the Atlanta chamber of 
commerce and is a tribute to the constant vigilance of that body. 

The historian of the future will acclaim the opening of the 
Panama canal as inaugurating one of the most important epoches 
in world-history. : 


The final severance of the narrow strip of land separating the/ 
oceans, accomplished by American capital and American genius, 
|will revolutionize the trade-maps and commercial tendencies of 
civilization. 

With the passage of the first vessel through the waterway 
will begin an acceleration of commerce affecting the remotest por- 
tions of the globe, a quickening of industry the ultimate bounds of 
which it is.now impossible to prophesy and a readjustment of 
political drifts and tides in a degree comparable with that which 
followed the discovery of the new world. 

By every rule of logic, the south should be among the first and 
largest beneficiaries of these altered conditions. 


Our section is a vast storehouse of developed and crude re- 
sources. Already with its almost illimitable water power and its 
versatile soil assets, it is being hailed as the coming seat of indus-, 
trial empire for the nation. If that principle holds true in a domes- 
tic sense, it is amplified with respect to the south’s opportunities 
in foreign markets to be stimulated by the Panama canal. We are 
that portion of America in closest touch with the big ditch. We 
‘have ports that will be called upon to accomodate a large part of 
the domestic as well as the foreign trade that will trar.s-ship througn 
the canal. The articles and commodities the south produces and 
can produce are the articles and commodities that will be most in 
demand in the huge territory made accessible by the waterway. 


That enterprise is itself nearing completion. It is full time 
for the south to take cognizance of its specific advantages. For-, 
tunately the conference comes at a time when the leaders of the 
section are fully alive to the significance of its destiny. Organized 
alertness is today the dominant keynote in southern commerce and 
industry. We are in elbow touch with each other and with the 
nation and the world as never before in our history. 


The conference which assembles today and which wil] last 
through tomorrow should crystallize an understanding between 
southern business men; it should also bring us into more compre- 
hensive relations with the Central and South American countries 
whose good-will we must cultivate more closely if we are to keep 


pace with the rest of the world in the Panama era. 


Duly mindful of the importance of the occasion, The Constitu- 
tion extends a cordial greeting to the city’s distinguished visitors— 
both those representing the friendly countries of the Pan-American 
union and the far-seeing southern business men who must guide 
our armies to new industrial conquest.

THE FAMILIES OF CONVICTS. 


Maud Ballington Booth, of the Volunteers of America, revived 
a clause of the new penology when, at the recent session of the 
American Prison association, held in Baltimore, she urged that the 
earnings of convicts should be devoted. to the support of their fami- 
lies. Mrs. Booth declared that, in many instances, the state punished 
the offender and his innocent family also, by withdrawing their only 
means of support and making no provision for a substitute. 


The situation covered by her suggestion offers a serious prob- 
lem to the more conscientious American citizen. Law must be en- 
forced, and, if present healthful indications are accurate, it will, in 
the future, be applied with more vigor than in the past. In the 
meantime, “what of the wife and children, or other dependents, de- 
prived of the proceeds of the convict’s labor when he is taken in 
hand by society? 

A great many of this class, it must be admitted, become charges 
on the community. Others, making necessity the mother of initia- 
tive—to alter the saying—develop independence and _ producing 
capacity, though at what cost it is difficult to estimate. Others still, 
lacking energy or native resource, drag through a miserable exist- 
ence, and it is on record that in many instances the children of law- 
breakers themselves become law-breakers, for the simple reason 
that that offers the least line of resistance toward a livelihood. . 
This brings up the question of just what society owes the family 
of the criminal, and that question, in turn, involves many compli- 
cated situations. The violator of laws must be punished. That is 
the first requisite. But it is not the intent of the law, either legally 
or morally, that the in:......- people who may happen to be depend- 
ent upon him shall be driven to the wall in the process. 

It would seem that, in the ordinary case, the purpose of correc- 
tion and punishment would be satisfied by depriving the criminal, 
for a stated interval, of those individual rights and liberties that go 
to make life and aspiration worth while. His earnings, aside from 
the sum required from*his maintenance while in confinement, might 
well go to ameliorate the lot of his family. That said, does it not 
remain that this whole condition points the wisdom of curing and 
preventing crime rather than of its simple punishment? It seems 
to us that is the lesson most vigorously obtruding from the sugges- 
tion of Mrs. Booth. By so revising our penology as to include this 
feature, we will take care of the criminal, of his family and of society 
also. At least, we will come nearer to these ends than is observable 
at present. Significantly, too, the trend is in the directions we have

indicated. 


SAFEGUARDING THE WIRELESS. 


Federal supervision of wireless telegraphy, to become effective 
next Friday, comes as a striking reminder of the layman of! the 
important and complicated role the discovery of Marconi plays in| 
the civilization of today. The new regulations are the immediate’ 
outgrowth of the Titanic disaster, though previous to that time the 
government had exercised a disjointed guardianship. 

The revised rules require that all steamships carrying fifty or 
more passengers must carry also at least two operators, so that at 
all times the passengers on both the vessel itself and those upon 
vessels within its zone may be accorded the maximum protection. 
All users of wireless are-to be licensed, and when any receiving’ 
station catches a distress signal it is at once to abandon sending 
and give right-of-way to such messages. 

If these provisions are uniformly enforced, and they will be ot 
no avail unless they are, life on the water will be made incompar- 
ably safer than it is at present. Tragedies may, of course, be ex-

pected as long as the factors of humaf nature and the elements 
figure in the equation.

Judge Blount has since seen no 
reason to change his mind; on the 
cogtrary, he is firmer than ever in 
this view. Under the promise of 
independence, he declares, a “very 
fair electorate of at least one- 
third, possibly one-half, of the adult 
male population, could be built 
up.” The setting up of prospective 
Filipino states would, he says, 
“electrify the Fillpino body po- 
litic,” as .would the mere definite 
promise of independence. But 
without that definite romise 
nothing can be gained. Least “Oo 
all would it be fair to deny self- 
government to millions beeause of 
a fraction of the uncivilized 
among them. We must, as Judge 
Blount says, make clear to all 
concerned, and particularly to the 
American grafter and Filipino 
demagogue, “that the government 
of a remote and alien people is to 
have no permanent place in the 
purposes pf our national life.”

Shows Ginning Nearly Million 
Bales Short of Last 


Year. 
— 


Washington, December $.—With a 
total of 11,844,442 bales of cotton of 
the growth of 1912 ginned to Deceni- 
ber 1, activity in the cotton belt dur- 
ing the period from November 14 to 
December 1 was greater this year than 
it was last year, when tle country’s 
greatest cotton crop was being pre- 
pared for market. This year the gin- 
nings per working day tor the period 
amounted to 102,985 bales, compared 
with 100,238 baies last year. The total 
amount ginned WVecember 1, however, 
was less tnan last year by 971,370 
baies. During the period 1,544,786 
bales were ginned this year, compared 
With 1,503,511 bales last year. 

Washington, December 9.—The sixth 
cotton ginning report of the census 
bureau tor the season, issued at 10 
oclock this morning, announced that 
11,844,432 bales of cotton, counting 
round as half bales, of the growth or 
1912 had been ginned prior to Sunday, 
December 1, to which date during the 
past seven years the ginning averaged 
$2.2 per cent of the entire crop. Last 
year to December 1 there had been 
Zinned 12,316,807 bales, cr 82.4 per 
cent Of the entire crop; in 1908 to that 
date, 11,008,661 bales, or 84.1 per cent, 
and in 1906 to that date 10,027,386 
bales, or 77.2 per cent. 

Included in the ginnings were 72,927 
round bales, compared with §87,%.6 
bales last year, 101,718 bales in 19190, 
134,393 bales in 1909 and 201,480 bales 
in 1908. 

The number of sea island cotton 
bales included were 51,275, compared 
With 87,656 bales last year, 77,591 
bales In 1909, and 68,396 bales in 1908.

Brennan was thrown many yards, 

Other 
officers and men itn charge of tie fir- 
ing were behind a wall, which pro- 
tected them from injury. 
‘The big gun, which hurled a-pro- 
jectile weighing 1,660 pounds at a 
range of 12,000 yards, was successfully 
fired several times in tests last month 
and was believed to be in perfect con- 
Mition. A charge of 340 pounds of 
smokelegs powder was used. 

When the lanyard was pulled to- 
day there was a tremendous explosion 
and broken pieces of the gun were 
hurled in all directions. The muzzle 
ploughed into a railroad bed and 
ripped up a large section of track. 
| Speculation as to the cause of the 
accident brought out the belief that 
perhaps the sudden drop in the tem- 
perature had some effect on the gun. 
Tt wa@s reported that today’s experit- 
ments were made to determine 
large a charge the gun 
stand, Officially, however, Lieutenant 
Colonel Babbitt; who commanded the 
tiring, declared that the cause of the 
explosion had not been determined.

He now practically has 
ended his vacation and intends hence- 
forth to work most of each day on 
political problems. Asked what his 
plans would be immediately after his 
return to New York, the governor 
said: 

“) really haven't any plans. Most 
of the men with whom I shall con- 
sult were so considerate that they @d 
not write me and I am ignorant of 
their plans also.”
